BLAINE AT BOSTON 


The Maine Man Homeward 
Bound. 


His Journey from New York to the 
Hub a Continuous Ovations 


Thousands Weleome Him at the Prin- 
cipal Towns on the Way. 


The Plumed Knight's Voice Raised at Every Stop- 
ping Place for Harrison and Morton and 
Protection to American Labor—His 
Reception at Boston. 


By Telegravh to The Times. 

New York, Aug. 13.—[{By the Associated 
Press.| James G. Blaine started on his 
homeward trip at 11 o’clock this morning. 
over the New York and New Haven Koad. 


| A large crowd congregated on the sidewalk 


opposite the entrance to the depot, and 
when Blaine stepped from his carriage a 
loud shout went up. Passage was made 
through the mass of humanity, and, uncov- 
ering his head, Blaine smilingly passed 
into the depot-yard. During the few min- 
utes’ stay inthe depot Blaine held an in- 
formal reception. He was loudly cheered 
as the train pulied out of the depot. 

BripGePort (Ct.), Aug. 15.—When the 
Blaine train ran into Stamford it was 
greeted with cheers from 2900 persons who 
were waiting. Blaine said: 

SPEECH AT STAMFORD. 

“T thank this large assembly for the com- 
pliment they pay me. Asl journey home- 
ward, in a brief moment of train-stopping, 
I have only time to add to my thanks an 
admonition—that is, if Connecticut shall 
maintain her great ‘prosperity, if she shail 
maintain her forward position among in- 
dustrial and prosperous communities of 
the United States, she must be up and do- 
ing. She must see to it that no harm 
shall come to the Republic or her by neg- 
lect of Republican citizens. It is not im- 
probable, in the political contest now upon 
us, that the post of honor or responsibility 
shall rest upon Connecticut. It is not im- | 
— that the Presidential election of | 
1888 may be settled on the soil of your 
State. y request is that each and every 
one of you shall regard the task of carry- 
ing Connecticut for Harrison and Morton 
as imposed upon himself. Beiieving you 
are awake to your duty, 1 shall proceed to 
Maine and ask her Republicans to show 
Connecticut the pathin which she shvuuld 
walk.”’

“Since I last had the pleasure of passing 
through your beautifol city I have seen 
much of the countries beyond the sea, but 
Il am sure 1 have nowhere seen any peopie 
associated in any form of government, con- 
stituting as truly a model commonwealth as 
the State of Connecticut. [Applause.} In 
the aims which her pone have cherished, 
in the ends which they have a:com lished, 
in the great mediums which have inspired 
them, | think you stand as a model gov- 
ernment. Added to that, gentlemen, you 
have enjoyed for the last quarter of a cen- 
tury great prosperity, and you have accu- 
mulated in an extraordinary degree all the 
means which contribute to human welfare 
and human progress.

A BRIEF CAMPAIGN. 


A Nocturnal Party of Railroad Grad- 
ers Driven Off. 

Saturday night a band of Southern Pacific 
railroad men, numbering about 20, wended 
their way to the Briswalter estate, between 
Tenth and Thirteenth streets just east of 
San Pedro street. They were all armed 
with picks, shovels and lunch baskets, and 
from general appearances they were pre- 
pared for a long hight’s work. 

When they reached a large yineyard on 
the estate they quietly deposited their 
lunch baskets and began work. They pro- 
ceeded to tear up grape vines, and in a few 
minutes dirt was flying right and left. 
Anyone posted in railroad matters might 
have seen at a glance that they were build- 
ing a road-bed,and from the way they 
made things hum it was very evident that 
they were anxious to complete their work 
as quickly as ible. 

They had not worked many hours when 
an old Frenchman, who seemed to be gen. 
eral manager of the ranch, came out of his 
house, and fora few minutes he watched 
the movements of the men in silent aston- 
ishment. 

As soon as he realized what they were 
doing, he rushed for the stable, and was 
soun dashing toward the heart of the city. 
A hurried consultation was held with Louis 
Mesmer, when the man made his way back. 
to the ranch, and in less time than it takes 
to tell the story 15 able-bodied men were 
armed with double-barreled shotguns. Mr. 
Mesmer’s general manager took command, 
and after giving a few hurried instructions, 
the little band of armed men dodged along 
from grapevine to grapevine until they 
were within a few feet of the shovelers, 
who had no idea that there was danger 
within a thousand miles of them. 

Ata signal the armed men rose to their 
feet, and the laborers looked up from the 
ditch only to gaze into thé barrels of 15 
shotguns. The jeader of the armed band 
step up on a big clod of dirt and ejacu- 
lated something after this fashion: 

“Gentlemen, I don’t know by whose au- 
thority you are here, but I know that you 
have no right here, and will give you just 
one minute to leave the place. These men 
at my back have instructions to discharge 
the contents of their guns into you in just 
one minute after I give the command for 
you to march unless you are several yards 
trom this spot. Now, I have —s more 
to say, so you.had better march.’”’ The la- 
borers were not armed, and even if they 
had been the defenders of the ranch had 
the drop, so they made up their minds to 
get out of the vineyard as quickly as possi- 
ble, and they soon got under head way and 
did not stop running until they were sey- 
eral hundred yards from the armed band. 

Since then no work has been done in the 
vineyard, and the chances are that no work 
will be done until the owners of the estate 
and the railroad company come to some 
kind of an understanding. 

As near as could be learned yesterday 
the Southern Pacific people are very anx- 
ious to get their Santa Monica traek to the 
new depot, and their only route leads them 
through the Briswalter estate, but the own- 
ers of this tract object to such a course and 
will not graut the company aright ef way. 
They claim tbat a track running right 
through the land would ruin it, and they 
intend to ficht the company to the bitter 
end. The other night the railroad people 
made up their minds to steal a march on the 
owners of the tract, and they would have 
succeeded had it not been for the old man 
who heard them picking and shovelivg in 
the vineyard. If the matter is not con- 
promised, the chances are that there will be 
some fun in the near future, as the railroad 
por are determined to build their Santa 

onica track to the new depot.

was exceedingly unsavory. He associated 
with men of every class, men of the lowest 
class, such as I would not recognize, though 
the newspapers have given me rathera 
bad reputation as a Socialist or Anarchist.

A Laborer Frightfully Injured by a 
Locomotive. 

A probably fatal accident occurred yes- 
terday on the Southern Pacific “Y” near 
Stearn’s mnill, between Alameda street and 
the railroad signal station. Between 4 and 
5 o’clock a telephone message was received 
at police headquarters asking that the patrol 
wagon be sent for a man who had been 
badly hurt by being struck by an engine. 
Officer Boland and Capt. Loemis went out 
with the wagon, and on arriving at the 
place indica found a man lying by the 
side of the railroad track with several men 
standing about him.

The Revised Charter. 


The revised City Charter has been 
approved by the Board of Freeholders 
and is now ready for submission to the 
people. The Freeholders are; however, 
still open to receive suggestions and to 
incorporate any decided improvements 
in the instrument before it is submit- 
ted. 

A careful inspection of the Charter, 
as now presented, shows that the fram- 
ers have done careful work, and, while 
eradicating the most assailable points 
in the charter upon which a vote was 
recently taken, have retained what is 
good. Tue Times has published a 
very complete synopsis of the new in- 
strument, which our readers have, 
doubtless, carefully scanned. We will 
here only dwell upon a few of the more 
salient features. 

Article 2, section 1, provides that the 
oflicers of the municipality shall be: 

*A Mayor, one councilman from each 


: ward, *a city clerk, a clerk of the Mayor, *a 


city treasurer, *a city auditor, *a city tax 
and license collector, a city sealer of 
weights and measures, one member of the 
Board of Education from each ward, a 
city school five directors of 
the Los Angeles Public Library, *two 
lice judges, a cierk for each of the police 
judges, *a city assessor, *a city engineer, 
*a city attorney, a superintendent of build- 
ings, @ Water overseer, *a street superin- 
tendent, five police commissioners, a chief 
of police, five members of the Board of 
Health, a health officer, five fire commis- 
sioners and five park commissioners. 


The officers in the above list marked 
with a star are elective officers. With 
the exception that some persons might 
consider that it would be better for the 
judges to be appointed, no fault can be 
found with this section. 


Other officials are to be appointed as 
follows: | 


Section 6 provides that the Mayor shall 
appoint the clerk of the Mayor. The fol- 
lowing officers shall be appointed by the 
Mayor, subject to confirmation by a major- 
ity of the Council; to wit: The Superin- 
tendent of ae the Water Overseer, 
the Sealer of weights and Measures, four 
members of the of Health, and the 


rary. 

Sec. 7. Four police commissioners, four 
fire commissioners and four park commis- 
sioners shall be appointed by the Council. 
The City School Superintendent shall be 
appointed by the Board of Education. The 

hief of Police shall be appointed by the 
Board of Police Commissioners. The Health 
Officer shall be by the Board of 
Heaith. Each police justice shall appoint 
his own clerk. 


The meetings of the Council are to 
be ‘“‘at least once a week.” 

The city is divided into nine wards, 
the boundaries of which have hitherto 
been published, with a Councilman 
fromeach, This is an advantageous 
arrangement, which should contribute 
to. the good government of the city, 
and will doubtless be approved by a 
large majority of the citizens. 

In regard to the keeping of the city 
funds—a question eregarding which 
there has been considerable discussion 


—article 4 makes the following provis- 
ions: 
lt shall be the duty of the City Clerk, 
upon the first Tuesday of January in each 
year, or as soon thereafter as practicable, to 
cause notice to be given, by public adver- 
tisement for one week in some daily news- 
paper published in the city of Los Angeles, 
that sealed pro Is will be received from 
any bank of deposit in the city of Los An- 
geles, as to the terms and conditions upon 
which they will receive and disburse the 
public moneys of said city; such proposals 
shall be received up to the time to be speci- 
fied in the notice. The proposals to be made 
shall specify the rate of interest per month, 
estimated upon the daily balances, that 
will be allowed upon such deposits of 
gee moneys. Such sealed pro ls shall 
publicly opened by the Clerk, in the pres- 
ence of the Council, at its first meeting after 
the exiration of the time for receiving pro- 
posals. The bank offering the highest rate 
of interest sball be appointed the depository 
of public moneys. The Council shall there- 
upon cause a contract in writing to be drawn 
and providing for the proper payment of all 
warrants wn upon the City Treasurer, 
so long as there is sufficient money in the 
fund upon which such warrant is drawn 
and sufficient money to the credit of sai 
city on deposit in said bank to pay the 
same; and providing, also, for the full ac- 
counting of all moneys so deposited, and 
the repayment of the balance on deposit at 
the end of the term for which said contract 
shall be made to the City Treasurer, or 
other person authorized by the Council to 
demand and receive the same. The Coun- 
cil shall have the power to require such 
other provisions to be inserted in such con- 
tract as it shall deem best for the interest of 
said city. The contract, when approves by 
the Council, shall be signed, in behalf of 
the city. as hereinafter provided by section 
207 of this charter. Such depository, thus 
selected, shall give a bond, with two or 
more sureties, in the sum of $100,000, or 
such further sum as the Council may re- 
quire, conditioned for the faithful keepin 
and proper disbursement of all suc 


moneys; said bond to be approved by 
the Mayor and Council... Upon ap 
proval of such bond, and. the 


singing of such contract, the Council 
shall direct the City: Treasurer-‘te deposit 
each day when such bank is open for trans- 
action of business with the bank thus se- 
lected all public moneys of said city by him 
selected, or received. For each such deposit 
the Treasurer shall take the receipt of the 
bank, and from and after the deposit of 
such money i id bank, the Treasurer and 
his bondsme hall no longer be liable 
therefor. Shouid the City Treasurer refuse 
or neglect at any time to comply with the 
orders of the Council as to the deposit of 
such moneys, he shall be liable upon his of- 
ficial bond, in an action brought thereon, by 
and in the name of said corporation, for the 
fullamount ot the interest which the cor- 
poration should have received upon such 
moneys during such time as he shall retain 
the possession or control of such moneys; 
or he may be proceeded against by said cor- 
ration, in its own name, by mandate 
rought against him under the laws of this 
State applicable thereto, to compel such de- 
posits to be made,

to be an architect, builder, or master 
mechanic, of approved character and 
experience. 

The salaries of officers are: fixed as 
follows: \ 

Mayor, $3600 per annum: each Council- 
man, #1200; City Clerk, $8000; City Au- 
ditor, $3000; City Assessor, #3000; City 
Treasurer, $3000; City Engineer, 
City Attorney, #8500; Superintendent of 
Buildings, #2000; Street Superintendent, 
#3000; Chief of Police, $400: Health 
City Tax and License Col- 
ector, 


This is a reduction from the pre- 
vious figures. With exception of the 
salary of the Councilmen, which is per- 
haps rather low for the services of men 
who are expected to be in all respects 
first-class and to devote a large por- 
tion of their time to the city, the fig- 
ures seem now to be fair and reason- 
able. 

While on the subject of salaries, we 
should mention that article 7, dealing 
with the educational department, pro- 
vides that the members of the Board 
of Education shall serve without sal- 
ary. Itseems to us that the gentle- 
men who devote their time and labor 
to this very important department are 
eqally deserving of remuneration as 
the councilmen. We believe the voters 
would be perfectly willing to see the 
Board of Education made recipients of 
a moderate salary. 

The much-vexed police question is 
dealt with in article 9 as follows: 


Section 91. The Mayor and four citizens, 
to be appointed by the Council (not more 
than two of whom shall be members of the 
Same political party, and who shall serve 
without compensation), shall constitute the 
Board of Police Commissioners of the city. 

Sec. 92. The Police Commissioners shall 
meet at least once a week. 

Sec. 93. The Police Department shall 
consist ot the Chief of Police and as many 
subordinate officers and regular and special 
policemen and detective officers as the 
Council shall by ordinance determine. All 
a and removals in the force 
shall be made by the Board of Police Com- 
missioners. 

Sec. 94. The salary of the whole force, 
except the salary of the Chief of Police, 
herein elsewhere provided for, shall be fixed 
by the Council by ordinance. 

Sec. 95. The Police Commissioners shall 
prescribe the rules and regulations for the 
government of the police force, and fix and 
enforce the penalties for their violation. 

Sec. 96. The Board ot Police Commission- 
ers, the Chief of Police and other officers 
and employés shall have such further pow- 
ers and be subject to such further duties as 
may be granted or imposed by ordinance. 


These provisions, if faithfully car- 
ried out, should suffice to give us an 
effective and honest police department. 
It will be noticed that the Chief of 
Police is not a member of the board. 
This 1s well—very well. . 

The Fire Commissioners are to con- 
sist of the Mayor and four citizens, to 
be appointed by the Council, not more 
than two of whom shall be members of 
the same political party, and who shall 
serve without compensation. 

The sections of article 13, devoted to 
the Board of Health, are wanting in 
the objectionable provision in the pre- 
vious charter providiug for the forcible 
removal of smallpox patients from 
their homes. Tis is in accordance 
with the general and strongly-ex- 
pressed. public sentiment which THE 
TiMFs voiced. 

The provisions in section 143 and fol- 
lowing sections, for the establishment 
and change of grade, have been so 
framed as to afford ample notice and 
safeguards to property owners, and are 
not apparently open to further objec- 
tions of a reasonable character. There 
is, of course, a class of property owners 
who are never willing to part witha 
cent for public improvements, even 
when they themselves are directly 
benefited. It would be a matter of 
pure impossibility to frame a charter 
that would suit such persons. 

Article 16, dealing with the construc- 
tion of sewers and improvement of 
streets, has also been very carefully 
framed, and is to all appearance fair to 
all concerned. 

Article 18, devoted to water and 
water rights, provides that the city 
shali not convey water rights except by 
license, revokable at not less than six 
months’ notice. This does away with 
a serious objection to the previous in- 
strument. 

Section 223 provides that the indebt- 
edness of the city shall not exceed, in 
the aggregate, the sum of $2,000,000, 
except for sewer purposes. 

These are the most important fea- 
tures of the new charter, in which 
changes have been made from the ex- 
isting instrument. We believe that, 
as now presented, it is worthy the sup- 
port of our citizens, and we trust that 
it will be adopted.

JACKSONVILLE (Fla.), Aug. 13.—| By th 
Associated Press.}] The fever panic con- 
tinues. People are leaving the city by 
every known means of exodus. Outlying 
cities and towns both near and distant are 
continually establishing quarantine against 
us. The police force has been increased, 
and mounted police now patrol the streets 
nightand day. No case of yellow fever 
has yet occurred among the negro popula- 

tion. 

Business is completely paralyzed, and ne- 
groes out of work gather in knots in the 
streets, and it 1s feared that they will soon 
begin to 

PLUNDER AND PILLAGE 
the hundred of unoccupied houses in the 
city. Rumors of martial law are afloat. 
The situation does not yet demand it, but 
may at almost any bour if the thousands of 
blacks reniain out of work. 

By reason of the exodus from the city the 
banks have been largely drawn upon for 
funds. No deposits are coming in, as mer- 
chants find it impossible to collect accounts. 
The Florida Savings Bank and Real Estate 
Exchange this morning posted a notice on 
its doors to the effect that the pressure upen 
it had forced it to take advantage of the 60- 
day rule with reference to the withdrawal 
of deposits. No funds will be paid out at 
present. This has not caused a panic as 
yet, but will when it becomes generally 
known. 

FIGHTING AGAINST PESTILENCE. 

Lime, sulphur and tar have been ordered 
in large quantities, and tonight several hun- 
dred fires will be kindled all over the city, 
two or three in every block, in order to kill 
the fever germs if possible. ; 

Tomorrow the “concussion” theory of 
killing germs will be given a practical test. 
Wilson’s battery of five pieces of artillery 
will begin firing continuously from 7 
o’clock tor several hours. 

A DESERTED CITY. 

Nearly every hotel, boarding-house and 
restaurant in the city has been closed, and 
the proprietors have fled. 

Only two new cases of yellow fever are 
reported in the city as occurring in the last 
24 hours. Mrs. W.S. McClelland has died 
from the fever.

Which Opens Today.

“This is not like life, this is life,” said Mr. 
Howells recently of some little novel he 
was reviewing, and, after seeing The Wife, 
one can quote the sentence in all truth. 
The American play, like the American 
novel, has been so often announced that one 
grows to look askance upon such aclaim, 
but The Wife is American throughout, in 
motive, in character, in idea.

THE LAST CHAPTERS OF THE 
INSTRUMENT. | 


The Provisions for Street Grading— 
Protection to Property Owners 
Against Changes of Grade—Con- 
demnations and Miscellaneous 
Matters Hit Off Together. 


Article 14 is devoted to the establishment 
and change of grade. 


Sec. 143. Whenever it shall be deemed 
expedient to establish or change the grade 
of any street or part thereof, the Council 
may by ordinance declare its intention to 
establish or change such grade, in hich 
ordinance must be specified the grade that 
is proposed to be established or changed. 
Such ordinance must be published at least 


10 days in a daily newspaper published in 
the city of Los Angeles. 

Sec. 144, Within ten days from the first 
publication of such ordinance the owner or 
owners of property fronting on such street 
or part thereof, as the case may be, amount- 
ing to two-thirds of the frontage on suc 
street or part thereof, may make out an 
file with the City Clerk a written remon- 
strance against the proposed grade or alter- 
ation thereof, and thereupon the same shall 
not be further proceeded in or made, but no 
protest shall be binding upon the Council 
for any longer period than three months 
from the ger ow roe thereof, but at the 
end of said period the Council may recom- 
mence the proceeding as in the first in- 
stance: provided, however, when an 
ordinanse of intention has been published 
to establish or change a grade on the hill 
lands, the owners of property on the streets 
crossing the street the grade of which is 
—— to be established or changed from 
said streets te the center or middle of the 
bleck adjoining, shall have the same _ rights 
of pretest, and their frontage shall, for that 
purpose, be considered in determining 
whether the requisite two-thirds have re- 
monstrated. 

Sec. 145. If no such remonstrance be made 
and filed, the Council within six months 
from the first publication of such ordinance 
of intention may by ordinance establish 
the propesed erade er alteration thereof. 

Sec. 146. The Council may, by ordinance, 
authorize the owners of preperty fronting 
on any street, or part thereof, to grade or 
otherwise improve such street, or part 
thereof, or construct and lay sewers therein 
without expense to the city. 

Such ordinance shall state the kind of 
improvement, giving specitications thereof, 
or refer to some other ordinance for such 
apeceenntes, and fix the time for the com- 
pletion of said grading or other improve- 
mont, or the laying of such sewer, and if 
such work is not completed to the satisfac- 
tion of the Street Superintendent and the 
Council in the time the said ordinance 
specified tor such completion, such time can 
only be extended by ordinance. 

Sec. 147, The authority mentioned in the 
preceding section cannot be given after a 
peogeses to do such work has been accepted 

y the Council, and in giving such authority 
the Council may impose such terms and 
conditions as may be necessary to secure the 
deposit of such excavations upon any part 
of such street as may require to be filled up. 

Article 15 details the proceedings neces- 
sary to condemn property for streets. 

Article 16 gives at great length the modus 
operandi of ; 

THE IMPROVEMENT OF STREETS 
and the construction of sewers and bridges. 
The Council is to pass an ordinance for 
such improvements, defining the limits of 
the sectioa to be benefited thereby and to be 
asses therefor. Any property-owners 
within said district may tle a protest with 
the City Clerk within 20 daya thereafter, 
and if such remonstrance be signed by the 
owners of two-thirds of the frontage the 
property upon such street or streets, further 
proceedings under said ordinance shal! be 
discontinued; ner shail a new ordinance be 
or further proceedings taken there- 
under within three months from the filing 
of said remonstrance, unless a petition 
therefor, signed by two-thirds of such owp- 

ers, be filed with the City Clerk. ; 

If such protest is not filed the Council 
may order such improvements, advertising 
for bids and letting contract for same. 

Sec. 173. In case the grade of a street has 
been established, and it has been graded in 
conformity thereto by the city or by prop- 

rty owners under license from the city, or 
bulidings have been erec or improve- 
ments on property aligning said street been 
made, conforming to said grade, and there- 
after the said grade has been altered, the 
said street shail not be regraded or im- 
proved in conformity’ to said new grade 
without aw the ewners for any 
damage which is occasioned to them 
thereby. Such damage may be _ de- 
termined agreement between 
such owners or any of them and the 
Council, and whea so determined shall con- 
stitute a portion of the cost of such im- 
provement, and be assessed as such and be 
paid to such owners. In case such an 
agreement cannot be obtained with any 
one or more of snch owners, the amount of 
damages justly a to each of such 
owners shal etermined by an action in 
the name thé city against them, in 
which action all or any of such parties may 
be joined as defendants; eo ed, that no 
such person shall be entitied to damages 
unless he shall remonstrate against the pro- 

d improvement or claim damages there- 

or within time fixed in section 170 hereof, 

and in the manner provided for remon- 
strances. 

Sec. 174. The power of the Council to im- 
prove streets shail include the power to con- 
struct tinnels to connect the different por- 
tions of a street or different streets, but the 
owners of property on the surface above 
shall not be assessed for the cost of the 
tunnel unless directly beuefited thereby. 

HOW IT IS DONE. 

Aticle 17 provides a method of assess- 
ments fur opening and improving streets 
and constructing sewers and bridges. 


Sec. 175. Upon the passage of the final 
ordinance for any street improvement, or 
the construction ofa sewer, or drain, or 
bridge, or upon the entry of an interlocu- 
tory judgment by the Superior Court in any 
action for the condemnation of land for the 
opening, extending or widening of a street, 
the Council shall proceed to assess upon the 
property fronting upon streets within the 
limit of the district of assessment, the suns 
necessary to raise the amount required by 
such ordinance or by such judgment. In 
making such assessment, all property shall 
be assessed in proportion to its frontage on 
such streets; but the Council shall by order 
spread upon its minutes [to be called the 
Order of Assessment} befere proceeding to 
make the assessments, provide that the as- 
sessment of each lot or rtion of land 
shall be determined solely by the propor- 
tion borne by its frontage to the aggregate 
frontage on all the streets within the dis- 
trict of assessment; or it may fix a different 
rate per front foot fer different streets 
— said district, and fer different valu- 

ons. 

bec. 176. The assessment shail then be 
made accordingly, and when made, the 
Council shall, by order, declare the same, 
apd shall direct the City Clerk to enter a 
statement thereof in the docket of city 
liens, as provided in the next section. 
tions 177 to 187, inclusive, are devoted 
to methods of collecting assessments and 
sale of delinquent property. 
CROSSWALKS AND REPAIRS. 

Sec. 183. The cost of providing crosswalks 
and of improving all intersections of streets 
and of the space included between the cen- 
ter line of the street tu be improved and 
the prolongation of the side lines of any 
street forming a junction with such street, 
to be improved to such center line, includ- 
ing the cost of constructing sewers therein, 
Shall be paid out of the general or other 
appropriate fund of the city, and shall not 
be included in such assessments; the cost 
of the surveys, maps and of establishin 
grades, shall also be paid out of the genera 
or other appropriate fund of the city. 
Whenever any street or part thereof has 
been graded or otherwise improved at the 
expense of the owners of the real estate 
fronting thereon, and the same has been 
accepted by the Council, and the roadbed 
thereof shall require any repairs to be made 
thereon at any time, the Council shall order 
such repairs to be made at the ex 


nse of 
the city; aby materia re- 
quired in such repairs, except on 


paved streets, to be of the same nature and 
kind as previously used. Whenever any 
street or part thereof has been paved and 
a sewer constructed therein, at the expense 
of the owners of the real estate fron 


‘| sewer shail beat the expense of the city, 


thereon, an@ the same has been accepted b 

the Council, and the road-bed thereof shall 
thereafter require repaving, or it shall be 
necessary to construct a new sewer therein, 
the cost of i repaving or of such new 


and shall not be assessed against the owners 
of property aligning such street. The 
Council shall have power either by general 
ordinance or by the ordinances provided for 
in this article, to make such further provis- 
ions, not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Charter, with reference to street im- 
provements, advertisement for bids, terms 
of contract, manner in which the work 
shall be done and payment therefor made, 
or any other matters connected with such 
improvement, as it shail deem proper. 

Articie 18 thus disposes of 

WATER AND WATER RIGHTS. 

Sec. 190. The city of Los Angeles shall 
continue in the ownership and enjoyment 
of all rights to the water of the River Los 
Angoles heretofore vested in its predeces- 
sor or predecessors, including the pueblo of 
Los Angeles, and is hereby declared to 
have the full, free and exclusive right to all 
the water flowing in the said river at any 
point from its source or sources to the in- 
terseotion of said river with the southern 
boundary of said city, and also the owner- 
ship of, and the right to develop, econo- 
mize, control, use and utilize all waters | 
flowing beneath the surface in the bed of 
said river atany point or points between 
the points of termini above named. 

Sec. 191. The said corporation shall not 
Spavey, lease, or otherwise dis of its 
right in said waters, or any part thereof, or 
grant or lease to any corporation or perseD, 
any right or privilege to use, manage or coD- 
trol the said waters or any part thereof, for 
any purpose, public or private otherwise 
than by license, revocable by said corpora- 
tion at pleasure, upon notice not to exceed 
six months; provided, that this provision 
shall not be construed to prevent.the ordi- 
nary sale and distribution of the said waters 
to the inhabitants of the city, or persons do- 
ing business therein, for irrigating and do- 
mestic uses, and for manufacturing purposes 
other than for water power. 

See. 191. The said corporation shall] have 
the right and power to construct, maintain 
and operate water-works, dams, reservoirs, 
ditches, canals and other means to conduct 
the said waters from the said river at all 
points between the said termini, and to 
supply the city and its inhabitants with 
water, and to distribute such water either 
in zanjas, pipes or otherwise into, upon and 
over the lands within the limits of said city. 
All water mains by whomsoever hereafter 
laid in said city, shall be of sucl: material 
and of such capacity as shal! be prescribed 
by ordinance; provided, that no such main 
shall hereafter be laid in said city of less 
dimensions than tour inches in diameter. 

Sec. 193. The rates of compensation for 
use of water to be collected by any person, 
company or in said city, shall 
be fixed annually. by ordinance, and shall 
continue in foree for one year and no 
longer. Such ordinances shall be passed in 
the month of February ef each year, and 
take effect on the Istday of July there- 
after. Should the Council fail to pass the 
necessary ordinances, fixing the water 
rates within the time hereinbefore pre- 
scribed, it shall be subject to peremptory 
proce ss to action at the suit of apy 
party interested. 

ELECTIONS. 

Article 19 provides for a general eiection 
to be held' on the first Monday in Decem- 
ber, 1890, and each two years thereafter, 
and for special elections at the eali of the 
Council. ‘The officers elected at a general 
elections shall enter upon their duties on 
the first Monday in January following. 

Article 20 defines the character of con- 
tracts that shall be binding on'the city, and 
articie 21 fdiscusses at great length the 
methods of presenting demands against 
the city, and paying claims when properly 
audited. 

Article 22 contains the following: 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 

Sec. 223. The indebtedness of said city 
must not exceed, in the aggrezate, the sum 
of $2,000,000; and any debt or liability in- 
curred in violation of this section, except as 
hereinafter provided, whether by borrowing 
money, loaning the credit of the city or oth- 
erwise, is null and void, and of no effect; 
provided, that for the purpose of acquiring 
or establishing a system of, water works for 

miplying the inhabitants 6f the city with 
water, or of establishing and constructing a 
system for the collection and disposition of 
the sewerage of the city, a further indebted- 
ness may be incurred by the issue of bonds 
for that purpose, undér the provisions of the 
Constitution and General Laws. 

Sec. 224. In any action, suit or proceed- 
ings in any court concerning an assessment 
of property or a of taxes authorized by 
this act, or the collection of any such, or in 
the proceedings consequent thereon, such 
assessment, levy, consequent proceeding, 
and all proceedings connected therewith, 
shall be presumed to be regularly and duly 
done or taken until the contrary is shown; 
and when any proceeding, matter or thing 
is by this sct committed, or left to the dis- 
cretion of the Mayor and Council, or the 
Council, or other authorities of said city, 
such discretion or judgment, when ex- 
pressed or declared, is final, and cannot be 
reviewed or called in question elsewhere. 

Sec. 225. Real property, when sold for or 
to satisfy a delinquent assessment or tax, 
must be sold for United States coin, and 
not otherwise; and any one applying or 
seeking to redeem property so sold, as in 
this Charter provided, must pay, or offer to 
pay, the sum necessary therefor in such 
coin, and not otherwise. 

Sec, 226. ln all prosecutions for violation 
of any city ordinance, rule, or other recu- 
lation of said authorities, whether in the 
court of original jurisdietien, or in any ap- 
pellate court, it shall be unnecessary to 
plead the contents of the same; but the 
court before which the prosecution shall be 
pending shall take judicial notice of such 
ordinance, resolution, rule or other regu- 
lation, and of the contents. thereof, 
and, in any civil action or _pro- 
ceeding to which the said corporation is 
a party, either as plaintiff or defendant, the 
adoption and contents of any ordinance, 
resolution, bylaw, rule or regulation, may 
be prima facie evidence proven by the in- 
troduction of the origina! entry thereof on 
the journal of the proceedings of-the Coun- 
cil, a copy of such entry, certified by the 
City Clerk to be a full, true and correct 
copy of such original entry, or by the intro- 
duction of a printed copy thereof. 

Sec. 227, All acts of the Legislature re- 
lating to the city of Los Angeles, and all 
city ordinances, resolutions aad other recu- 
lations now in force and not inconsistent 
herewith, shal] be and remain in force after 
this Charter takes eifect until changed or 
repealed by the proper authority: and all 
rights vested under any former act or regu- 
lation, when this takes effect, shall not 
thereby be lost, impaired or discharged: and 
all actions and proceedings commenced in 
any court wherein the city of Los Angeles 
is a party, shall be continued under the law 


existing when said action or proceeding d 


was commenced. 

Sec. 228. All acts of the bestsaneent in so” 
faras the same are inconsistent with the 
provisions of this charter, but no further, 
shall be, and the same are hereby, repealed.

PASADENA NEWS. 


Memorial Services—A Number of 
Men Present. 
PASADENA, Aug, 13.—[Specially reported 
for Tue Times.| The Congregational 
Church was crowded last night by the best 
people of Pasadena, on the occasion of the 
memorial services for the late and much 
lamented General of the Army. A deep 
interest prevailed, and each one present 
seemed to feel that he had lost a most val- 
ued and personal friend. The exercises 
began with the reading of Gov. Water- 
man’s proclamation and a reading from the 
life of David, by Rev D. D. Hill, the pastor 
of the Congregational Church, and this by 
the recitation “Sheridan’s Ride,”’ by Miss 
Katie Nash. After singing by the choir, 
an announcement was made that Col. 
Markham and Judge Knight, those ex- 
pected to address the atneebty. were unex- 
pectedly detained. Rev, D. D. Hill intro- 
duced Mr. H. J. Vail, who delivered a 
lengthy eulogium on the life, service, 
and excellencies of the departed hero. Dr. 
Hill, followed in a short but spirited report 
of incidents of the General’s life and army 
services, and especially of his marvelous 
victory wrested from the very teeth of de- 
feat and actual demolition of the lately 
victorious enemy after the memorable ride 
trom ‘Winchester town.” He drew 
parallels between his tactics and those of 
other generals and called the attention of 
the young men present, many of them sons 
of veterans, to the example set by Gen. 
Sheridan, in that he was never unprepared 


for duties, or exigencies as 
they arose; that his preparations 
and complete mastery in all partic- 


ulars, of his profession in all its branches, 
enabled him to accomplish things whick 
seemed impossible to others. After sit.cine 
a portion of Country, ’Tis of Thee,’’ 
it was stated that an old trooper of Sheri- 
dan’s was among the audience, and would 
be heard from Mr. Connor was called, 
and stated that he had acted as an orderly 
for the General after. the close of the 
war, when he was moving on toward the 
Rio Grande, preparatory to investicating 
the trouble between the Wexicans and Max- 
imiltan. He related many interesting cir- 
cumstances and incidents of that short 
c mpaign in Texas, all going to indicate 
Sheridan’s strong character.
